That not one negro was killed outright 
is miraculous. Thorpe was murderous- 
ly assaulted early last Sunday morning 
on 8th [avenue, by Arthur Hams and 
another negro, while he was arresting n 
negress. The two negroes used razors 
upon him and he died the next day. 
The body was brought to hio home to- 
night and many persons living in tho 
neighborhood called to view it and ex- 
press their sympathy. As the evening 
advanced, the hatred of the negroei 
c;r."W. Capt, Cooney of the West 37lh 
street elation sent a small signal of of- 
ficers to the Thorpe lions0, bat it was 
more m the nature of a guard of honor, 
that to repress any disturbance. Short- 
ly before eleven o'clock, an Irish worn 
an, who was drunk, curne out, howling 
that the negroes ought all to be killed 
Just then a colored lad about seventeen 
years old came walking by. He was at 
once surrounded, beaten and kicked and 
was rescued with difficulty. 
From the 


tenements white people[came pouring by 
hundreds. 
The negroes,outnumbered, 


fled. For the next.hour, the streets for 


locks were filled with a surging, yell- 
ng inob and pandemonium reigned, 
he policemen ordered out to qnell the 
rouble acted in a half hearted manner. 
Nathan Arlington, a negro lad about 
ixteen years old, who rode into the 
mob on his wheel, WBS brutally beaten, 
while » half dozen policemen stood on 
he next corner and made no effort to 
elp him.

HEW FEARS FOR COHGER 


He Reports Efforts to Force 


Him to Leave Peking. 


HIS LATEST CABLE KEPT SEOEET. 


Anxiety at Waalilnicton I» Agnln

WuBhlngtou, Aug. 15.—News of a seri- 


ous character regarding the situation of 
the foieigueis in Peking came to the 
state, department yesterday in a cipher 
dispatch from Air. Couger, the United 
States minister to China. The govern- 
uent officials declined to make the dis- 
patch public, and the -reason may puaai- 
uly be found in Mr. Conger's statement 
ihat the Chinese government was trying 
to force him to leave Peking. This re- 
tiectiou oil the good faith of the iinpotial 
authorities brought to the officials the 
grave fear that after all the nfforts of 
the powers, when relief was so near ut 
iiaud, the uilie» might arrive at the Chi- 
nese capital too late to save the diplo- 
natic representatives and those in their 
caie from uiabsacre at the hands of their 
fanatical enemies. 


Wliilo hopeful thnt the allies are by this 


time at the gates of Peking, the govern- 
ment deemed it wise to take uo chances 
n regard to the carrying out of the ar- 
rangements to rescue the foreigners, and 
the secretary of war, after a conference 
with President McKinley ovet the lojig

White House and the president's Canton 
residence, telegraphed instructions to Ma- 
jar General Chaffce at Tung Chow to 
hurry up the advance and rtiieve the 
members of the legation without delay. 
The substance of Mr. Conger's message 
was given In his telegram to General 
Chaffce. 
" Mr. Conger says, ufter stating that the 
Chinese government is trying to foice 
him to leave the capital, that he bus re- 
fused to go. He says also that the situa- 
tion Is most critical. Whether Mr. Con- 
feer intended his reference to the coercive 
efforts of the Chinese authorities, to ap- 
ply to hinihelf personally or to the entire 
diplomatic body is not known, but he 
used the word* "force me." 
It is pre- 


sumed here that the Chinese government 
is endeavoring to compel all the minis- 
ters to leave the capital under a Chinese 
escort, as tlinre would be no object in 
jingling out Mr. Conger. 


The Poking tlnte of the message is uot 


known even to the officials who have 
lead It.

It Takes More Men to Wfttch tn« 


Metropolitan 
Moonshiner* 
Tluut 


Are Detailed In Halt of All th* 
Rest of the Country. 
"When a man speaks of illicit distilling, 


Kerybody immediately baa an idea that 
t.e is referring to the moonshiners of Ten* 
neswH1, North Carolina and other parts of 
the south," said an old revenue officer the 
nthor day. "Tbe average person would 
probably be surprised to learn that the 
person who gives the government the 
most anxiety in evading the tax on whis- 
ky is not tbe picturesque mountaineer 
of the southern states, but apparently 
the well to do citizen of New York, Jer- 
sey City, Philadelphia and Chicago. It 
takes more men to watch these metro- 
politan moonshiners than are detailed in 
half the rest of-the country, and I ven- 
ture to say that more corn juice escapes 
paying its quota into the treasury of; 
Uncle Sam in Chicago alone than in 
North nud South Carolina and Georgia 
put together. 


"Thpie is nothing romantic about your 


:ity distiller. He does not have the for* 
rsts nnd the caves in which to hide hia 
calling. He seldom fights when the offi- 
cers of the law interfere with his occupa- 
lion. Just now I can recall but one raid 
in Chicago which resulted in any one's 
setting hurt. Yout mountaineer looks on 
u revenue officer as his natural enemy 
and considers the breaking up qt 'wild- 
cat' distilling as an interference with his 
rested rights. His Chicago compeer takes 


matter more sensibly. 
He knows 
the 
.hat he is violating the law, and when he 
s caught he merely figures that he is out 
jf luck and that he might as well.pay the 
aenalty without adding any.more offenses 
:o the charges already against him. 


"The most frequent location of an illic- 


it still in the city is in or near a saloon. 
The distiller thus has a market for his 
stuff, nnd he can carry on the business 
n ith less chance of detection. 
The odor 


of old beer kegs and the other refuse 
which assails the nostrils is likely to 
throw nn officer off the scent of the 
steaming> sour • naa'sh. 
Many of tfyese 


stills have a capacity of, from. 30 to> 40 
callous iv day. When you figure the laic 
ihus eluded, you can, see-whether the'oc- 
cupation is profitable. 


"The moonshiners of the south show no 


nore ingenuity in hiding the stills than 
Jhose of Chicago. I remember one still 


r ,ered the boys for years. They 
fed the locality, but could not 


exactly. There was a sa- 


wo8 doing a flourishing bnsi- 


to our certain knowledge they 
bought a barrel of whisky for 


\Vheu they caught on to the fact 


hat we were watching them, the proprie- 
,ors made a bluff at laying in a stock. 


"We hnd searched tbe place time and 


Ime ai;aln, but all to no purpose. Final- 
y we pot one of our men put in there as 
i helper in serving the free lunches for 
which the iilnce was famous. He staid 
.here for throe months without getting 
an to a thing that would help us out, and 
if we hnd not been so cocksure that we 
were right we would have given up in 
lisgust. 


"At last our man gave us the tip that 


ke had landed, and we swooped down on 
he snloon. We put the proprietors of the 
laloon under arrest and went down into 
the cellar, where we found a trapdoor 
:hat was bidden with wonderful cunning. 
This opened into an underground pas- 
mge, which led for a hundred feet or more 
until we got directly beneath a Jewish 
synagogue. Here we found barrel upon 
Barrel of fine whisky that had been stored 
rliere for years. There was also a com- 
olete distilling npparatus, although it had 
not been used for some time. 


"Another still that gave us a good deal 


>f trouble was in one of the biggest office 
auildlngs in Chicago, down in the base- 
nent. The janitor was an old distiller, 
ind he had gathered some of bis friends 
o carry on the graft. 
I doubt whether 


ive would ever have caught these people 
f the snap had not been ghen away by 
me of the partners, who was dissatisfied 
.vith a division of the spoils. We arrest- 
ed the men without any difficulty, and 
:hey served their terms without grum- 
iling. The reason for this was that the 
anitor nnd one of his partners had bank- 
id over $5,000 apiece as a result of three 
rears' work at their still. 


"There is no doubt that there would be 


money in illicit distilling if it were- possi- 
ble to dispose of the product. That is 
where the men get caught most of the 
time, as it is not possible for us to find 
every plant merely by the scent o'f the 
fermenting mash. A. great many tricks 
are planned, and some of them work for 
awhile, but they don't last. I have seen 
men -walking along the street with an in- 
nocent looking joint of stovepipe in their 
bands. Now, there is nothing suspicious 
about a joint of stovepipe even if it is not 
mote than three feet long. But it does 
aot weigh much, and when a man carries 
it as Chough he were lugging a bag of 
shot a* man in my business begins to won- 
der what is inside of it 
T^e don't bother 


the fellow until we are pretty certain, 
and it is aborit even chances that we find 
a long, slim demijohn inside the pipe. 


Saloon keepers are pretty shy of han- 


3Hng moonshine, and they won't enter in- 
to negotiations unless they are certain of 
the men with whom they are dealing. 
The surest graft that has ever been work- 
ed was one that bad a Idng run in Chica- 
go about five years ago. The driver of a 
brewery wagon was the man who attend- 
ed, to the distribution. He- calledjjft the 
saloon where the whisiry was Jistilled 
and carried the moonshine out in beer 
kegs and loaded them on his wagon as if 
he were only taking away empty casks. 
He would take them around to the place 
and .leave them. The saloon keepers who 
were handling the stuff always put beer 
in the kegs after they had emptied out 
the whisky and in this way deadened the 
fumes of tbe stronger liquor. One of our 
men who was inspector at the brewery 
had a pretty keen nose, and he suspected 
that something was wrong. He started 
a little investigation himself, and his in- 
quiries resulted in our nailing all of the 
men who had been mixed up in the deal. 


"I do not pretend to say that ihe rev- 


enue officers can stop the manufacture or 
sale of whisky on which the government 
tax has not been paid. As long as men 
will take chances on making money fast 
nnd easily without heeding the provisions 
of the law I suppose there is little hope 
of suppressing the illicit distilling in Chi- 
cago nnd tbe big cities. 
It would as- 


tound you if I would tell you the number 
of revenue njrcnts we have to keep in 
Chicago. 
It pays, however, as there 


would be no limit to the traffic if we did 
not hold it down."—Chicago Inter Ocean.

She was a double decker and- was built 
in 1509 by order of Henry VII, from 
whom the boat received its name. Up to 
the year 1545 the Great Harry was the 
only vessel of the kind in the British 
seryicer- She caught fire in 1553 and was 
totally destroyed. The Great Harry was 
of peculiar construction. Her stem aud 
stern stuck, high above the water, and she 
bad four masts, three flush deck's, a haU 
deck, quarter deck and roundhouse. She 
had a capacity of. 1,000 tons,* carried 80 
guns, was 138 feet long, 38 feet beam and 
cost £14^000. The Great Harry's spars 
iwefe very tall, and she was .very "crank" 
iu a storm.

Manila, Aug. 15.—Reports from the 


Visayas islands show that there has been 
increafeed activity among the insurgents 
during the last six Meeks.

General Mojicn, in Leyte, and General 


Lucbau, in Samar, are harassing the gar- 
risons, shooting into the towns during- the 
night and ambushing small parties, firing 
and then retiring upon the larger bodies. 
Hie rebels possess an ample supply of 
ammunition and are organized to a con- 
siderable degree. 


The Americans have garrisoned three 


towns on Samar island, t\vo of which 
shelter a tenth of the original inhabitants 
who suffer from the continual "sniping" 
of the rebels from the surrounding hills. 
The third is without any native inhab- 
itants, the rebel outposts a mile away 
preventing their return to their homes. 
General Luelmn punishes the islanders 
who have- any relations with the Ameri- 
cans. Cebu is likewise' disturbed. 


Barring those who have taken the oath 


€>f aHe*yiaiic& to the United States, th** 
rebels are imprisoned in Manila. When 
amnesty was proclaimed, it practically 
was without effect, and the expectation 
that the proclamation would accomplish 
much in the unexpired time is daily di- 
minishing.
